SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer image file entitled M0pi43tj.jpg has been classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The computer image file promotes and supports bestiality. The image depicts a naked 
woman fellating a large dog, likely to be a rottweiler. A second person’s hands are 
visible holding the dog around the neck. Trails of seminal fluid or a similar substance 
are visible on the woman’s chin and throat. The explicit nature of the sexual act 
between the woman and the animal is intended to be sexually arousing. In this 
manner the publication promotes and supports bestiality. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) does not apply to 
this publication because it has been determined that s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 applies. This provision overrides the NZBR Act 
because it is a deeming provision which cannot be given a meaning that is consistent 
with the rights and freedoms of the NZBR Act. 
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
